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A PRO kf to redreſs 
the aforeſaid GRIEVANCES. 


N order to reconcile all Differences 


between the preſent Fellows and 
Licentiates of the College, it is propoſ- 
ed that a Standing Order or Statute 
be made to the following Effect. 


OR DERED, That for the future the 
Number of Fellows ſhall be Four ſcore, 
and that all Fellowſhips which ſhall 
happen to be vacant on every St Luke's 
Day, ſhall be annually filled up out of 
the Commonalty, * on the ſame or 
| ſome other Day. 


There are but Two Orders of Men in the College, 
Fellows and Licentiates, by the latter muſt be meant the 
Commonalty.

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Some REFLECTIONS on 
the above PROPOSAL. 


\ ND Fir, This Statute is in no 
wiſe repugnant to any of the 


Royal Charters granted to the College, 
or to any Act of Parli ment; and is 
taken, as near as may be, from the 
Charters of King Charles, and King 
James II. under which the College 
has ated for many Years paſt, as 
appears from the Entries in their 
Books, and under which it may till 
at; asall Powers in any Royal Char- 
ter, not contrary to Law, may be 
put in Force, though not confirmed 
by Act of Parliament. The expreſs 


Words in the Charter of K. Charles 
are, The Pe//ows ſhall be choſen out 


( 8] 
of the Commonalty ;” and in that of 
King James, The Fellows may, 
or ſhall, be Four/core.”” And if the 
aforeſaid Statute be made, an End 
may effectually be put to the Dif- 
ferences herein mentioned, and all 
Things flow ſmoothly and quietly 
on, in the ſame Channel they now 
run; as the Government of the Col- 
lege will reſt in the ſame Hands it is 


now in, viz. in the Preſident, Elecis, 


Cenſors, and Fellows. In regard to 
the Licentiates, they will obtain all 
that they ſeem to want or aim at, 
to wit, a full Redreſs of their Griev- 
ances complained of: They will then 


be, Re & MWomine, Members of the 


College, under the Name of Common- 


alty; and as ſuch, will in due Time 
be elected into the Fellowſhips, ac- 


cording to their Merit; will then enjoy 
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choſen into all Offices of Honour and 
Truſt; nor can they complain any 


more of the Fine laid upon them at 


the Time of their Admiſſion, as all 
_ Corporations have an undoubted Right 
of laying an equal, reaſonable Fine, 
on their reſpective Members. 


AND in order to give this Propoſal 
more Weight, let it be conſidered, that 
no Detriment can accrue to the Regu- 
lar Doctors of the Univerſities of Ox- 
ford or Cambridge, thoſe good and old 


Allies of the College ; for by this new 


intended Statute it is only propoſed, 
that ſuch Fellowſhips ſhall be filled up 


out of the Members of the Common- 
alty, as ſhall happen to be vacant on 


every St Luke's Day : As to all other 
Fellowſhips which ſhall be vacant be- 


fore St Luke's Day, they may be filled 
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up at any Time of the Vear that the 


College pleaſes, out of ſuch Doctors as 
ſhall have regularly taken their Degrees 
at either Univerſity: And as for all other 
Doctors who ſhall not have regularly 
obtained their Degrees according to 
the Statutes made and provided for 
that Purpoſe, the Univerſities will un- 
doubtedly think it right, that ſuch 
ſhall be taken into the College upon the 
ſame Terms on which all others are 
admitted and elected. And if this Re- 
ſpect be conſtantly ſhewn to Oxford 


and Cambridge, a proper and ſufficient 


Diſtinticn will be made betwixt their 
Graduates and Doctors from other 
Univerſities, as the latter may be kept 
(without ſingular Merit promotes them) 
for ever on the Liſt of the Commonalty. 
And as no Detriment can ariſe from 


the Acceptance of this Propoſal to 
the

the Regular Doctors of the Univerſi- 
ties, ſo no Diſhonour can fall on the 
College, by admitting into their Society 
as many of the preſent Licentiates as 


will make up the Number of Fellows 


Fourſcore ; ſince all the Licentiates have 
been examined by the Cenſors (who 
are upon Oath to do Juſtice) in the 
ſame Manner the Fellows themſelves 
are, as to their Learning and all other 


Qualifications in reſpect to the Practice 


of Phyſicx; and in Proof thereof, 
every one of them has obtained a Di- 
ploma under the common Seal of the 
College, in which He is declared to be 
a Man of Probity and a Man of Learn- 
ing; Probum Doctumq; Virum. 
Upon the Whole, nothing more will be 
granted by the College to the Licen- 
tiates than this: That they will for the 
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future be Members of the College un- 
der the Name of Commonalty, and will 
be capable of being elected into ſuch 
1 Fellowſhips on every St Luke's Day, 
1 as ſhall not have been filled up by 
= Doctors from Oxford or Cambridge. 
if And in Caſe the College ſhall think 
proper to come into theſe Meaſures, it

And 
by theſe Donations and this Coalition, 
the College will be the better enabled 
to ſuppreſs and puniſh all illiterate 
Quacks, and unskiltul Practiſers in Phy- 
ſick, which was the original good Inten- 


tion of founding this Royal Corpora- 


tion; whereby much Benefit muſt ariſe 


to the Publick, and the College will de- 


monſtrate their Care and Affection for 
their Fellow Citizens. And when all 
Differences ſhall be thus amicably ad- 


juſted, nothing will then remain but 


humbly to petition thoſe great and wor- 
thy Perſons who are named for Hiſitors 
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© of the College (if it ſhould be thought 


neceſſary, in order to avoid any further 
Contention) to give their kind Aſſiſt- 
ance towards obtaining an Act of Par- 
lament to confirm the Charter of 
King Charles II. or ſo much of it 
as ſhall be agreeable to them; and 
relates to the Members of the Col- 


lege, and to them only; with the Ad- 
dition made to it by King James II. 


in regard to enlarging the Number

M. B. It ſhould have been inſerted, 
in order to keep up to the ſtrict 
Letter of the Charters before men- 
tioned, that all Doctors from Ox- 
ford or Cambridge muſt always be 
firſt admitted into the Commonalty, 


and then into the Fellowſhip: Which 


may 


may be done on one and the ſame 2 
College Day; as no Time is fixed by 
the Charters how long any one ſhall 
remain a Member of the Common-
